Ambrose Dike of Mount Albert 
pleaded guilty to four charges of 
breaking and entering at New- 
market Police Court on Tuesday, 
and not guilty to a charge of 
theft of a purse belonging to Miss 
Violet Ware of Huntsville. On 
the four charges he was sent- 
enced to the Ontario reformatory 
for a definite term of one year 
plus an indeterminate term not to 
exceed six months on each charg-e 

the sentences to run concurrent- 
ly. On the other charge he was 
sentenced to thirty days, this sen- 
tence also to run concurrently. 
The places entered were George 
Davies' stor,e at Musselman's 
Lake, Phil. Hamilton's service 
station, the summer home of S. 
Rosar at Lake Simcoe, and J. A. 
Mackenzie's service station at 
Sutton. 

Detective Martindale testified 
that he had questioned accused 
at the Don Jail on December 12, 
when he had given a written 
statement. Then Dike wouldn't 
sign it, but admitted that it was 
true. 

Constable Major, who was pre- 
sent when the statement was 
given, corroborated this evidence. 

At the time these offences took 
place, Dike was employed at the 
Office Specialty. He was arrest- 
ed in Toronto for theft of gaso- 
line and these charges w^rc laid 
subsequently. 

"This business of breaking and 
entering service stations is a mis- 
erable thing to do," remarked His 
Worship.

I have very 
little sympathy for you. You 
have deliberately embarked on a 
criminal career." 

George Rodway of Barn'e, 
charged with careless driving by 
Constable Ferguson, pleaded 
guilty. To a charge of leaving 
the scene of an accident he plead- 
ed not guilty. 

Frank Agnew of Mount Albert 
stated that accused had passed 
him on highway No. 11, near St.

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The following interesting letter 
from Hull, England, was received 
recently by Frank Chandler. 

From Hull. 

Billy seems to have settled 
down to his job of work as a city j 
man, as well as can he expected, 
but he still gets in his six or eight 
miles* walk in the evening. He 
Ls the official spotter at the office, 
and when the sirens sound, he 
has to give the signal to the staff 
to take cover, as they do not stop 
work until there is danger of a 
raid iu the district. 

Last Friday, at about G.15 p.m., 
we were having our dinner when 
a plane came over and dropped 
nine bombs in a line. Two fell 
in a cemetery just at the back of 
our garden. Oae on a house in 
the next avenue and smashed it 
to pieces. The occupants were in 
an Anderson shelter and were 
unhurt. They were middle-aged 
people and had been teased, he- 
cause every time the sirens 
sounded, they went into tteir 
shelter, but it has' undoubtedly 
saved their lives, but it is a sight 
to see the broken windows and 
tiles off the roof; but are the 
people downhearted? Not a bit of 
it, and they arc clearing up the 
mess and carrying on cheerfully, 
knowing that things will he re- 
placed some day soon. There was 
one terrible raid about a month 
ago and the plane dropped sea 
mines with a parachute attached 
to them. These were no doubt in- 
tended for the River Humbcr. 
but he missed that and they fell 
iu a. residential area and caused 
much damage to property, but the 
residents soon found fresh homes 
and with a grant from tlu; govern- 
ment were able to buy fresh 
goods for homemaking. There Ls, 
nowhere, any sign of giving in, 
and after a raid people are more 
determined than ever to see that 
Hitler and his gang will never set 
foot in England. 

We are very interested to hear 
about your camp at Newmarket, 
and it any of the boys should 
come to Hull we should be hap- 
py to welcome them to our home. 
The soldiers in Hull arc occupy- 
ing all the empty houses and are 
not in camps during the wintci 
months, which should be better 
for their health. They all look 
well fed and se»em happy enough. 
We have enjoyed living in our 
new home during this last sum- 
mer and the garden has been very 
interesting. We had a good crop 
of potatoes and vegetables, and 
some lovely flowers. 

This is Wednesday, Nov. 13th. 
I was interrupted by the sirens 
and have not had a chance to 
finish thLs sooner. Just now we 
have had a plane over and the 
gun near as has fired 18 rounds 
right over our house, but I have 
not heard any bombs drop. It 
does rattLe tilings a bit, but we 
do not feel nervous of the gun- 
fire. I hope you will get thLs let- 
ter in time for Xmas and that you 
will have a happy an<l peaceful 
time. ,■ 

We shall appreciate the days 
and nights when war is over and 

we can sleep in the knowledge 
that no air raids will happen sud- 
denly. 

Well, I will finish with love to 
you all from all of us here. 
Cheerio!

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Bombs will bring: death and destruction to many British 
homes this Chrislmastide. In many Canadian homes this 
Christmas, death and destruction may be brought not by bombs 
but by the celebration of Christmas itself, the most festive 
season in the democratic world. At Christmas time numerous 
fire hazards are introduced into homes, stores and public 
places that do not ordinarily exist. Every year in Canada 
women and little children lose their lives or are scarred for 
life from fires starting: in Christmas decorations, trees, lighting, 
etc. This is. the warning issued by the Ontario Fire Marshal's 
office. / - , - 

Those persons decorating halls, churches and public 
places should use particular care in their choice of decora- 
tions. Only materials made of metal, glass and asbestos should 
be used. Packing material and rubbish accumulates much more 
rapidly at this time and should therefore be disposed of at 
more frequent intervals. In any case, merchants should guard 
against obstructing any exit facilities during this season when 
the shopping crowds are larger than usual. 

The Christmas tree itself demands particular attention. 
It should not be placed near any source of heat, such as radi- 
ators, fire places or stoves, and should be well-secured against 
falling. The fr.ee should be so placed that, standing or falling, 
it will not block a doorway or exit and thus prevent the escape 
of anyone. Lights for the tree should be only of the approved 
electric type and in no case should candles be used or smoking 
permitted near any Christmas tree. After a tree is brought 
into the home it hourly becomes drier and therefore more 
easily ignited.

The correct choice of toys may mean much to the little 
ones in the homes. Those made of celluloid may be ignited 
without coming into actual contact with flame and when once 
ignited, they burn with such rapidity that a child's clothing is 
.nearly always set afire before they can dispose of them. 

Accidental ignition of flammable costumes has been the 
cause of many Christmas tragedies; in fact Santa Claus him- 
self, must be very careful not to burn his whiskers.
